most criminals in the US and several 
other countries. It is estimated that gun vio- 
lence takes the lives of over 30,000 
Americans every year. 

Several urban cites including New York 
City are flooded with illegal guns. All have 
reported incidents of criminal activities with 
the gun as the weapon of preference. 

It would appear that everybody wants a 
gun as they seek protection. Others have 
attempted to settle petty disputes or use the 
gun for more serious crime of robbery, rape 
and murder. 

It would also appear that people are 
observing the Second Amendment 
(Amendment II) to the United States 
Constitution which “protects the right of indi- 
viduals to keep and bear arms.” The 
Amendment was adopted on December 15, 
1791, as part of the first ten amendments 
comprising the Bill of Rights and was based 
partially on the right to keep and bear arms in 
English common-law. 
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We must stop the gun trade 


The late Sir William Blackstone 
described this right as an auxiliary right, sup- 
porting the natural rights of self-defense, 
resistance to oppression, and the civic duty to 
act in concert in defense of the state. 

Some 223 years since the adoption of the 
Boca modernised with the various tity. state 
and federal agencies responsible for the pro- 
tection of life and properties. 

While there may be weaknesses and 
inefficiencies in our security systems, it is no 
longer necessary for most American to “keep 
and bear arms.” However, gun sellers and 
other interest groups are determined to arm 
the people and oversupply the country with 
the lethal weapons. 

As we recalled the hundreds of people 
who have been killed by criminal elements 
and police officers, the gun was the weapon 
of choice in most cases. We are however 
encouraged as Mayor de Blasio is joining the 
gun-control advocacy group founded and 
funded by former Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 


Often critical of the previous administra- 
tion, de Blasio said he’s a big supporter of 
Bloomberg’s high-profile push for stronger 
gun control measures. “Mayor Bloomberg 
took on this fight when few others would, and 
today we are safer for it,’ de Blasio said in a 
statement tg The News. “He built a natignal 
movement for common-sense gun control — 
one I am proud to join.” 

At the State level, Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
recently signed a new gun-control law which 
has been described as the toughest in the 
nation. 

It includes a stronger ban on assault 
weapons, as well as a lowering of the number 
of bullets allowed in a magazine from 10 to 
seven. 

As the politicians move towards fixing 
our broken gun-control law, we as citizens 
must continue the campaign of removing all 
illegal guns from our streets and increase 
penalties for “straw” purchases of guns by 
one individual for another buyer.

But as I’ve 
said before, the system of justice that we 
have does not give the prosecution any 
right of appeal at this level in respect of any 
issue. So certainly we have no choice and 
we are obligated to respect the decision of 
the court,” the DPP said.

ent (Latin: Quadragesima - English: 

Fortieth) is a solemn religious obser- 
vance in the liturgical calendar of many 
Christian denominations that begins on Ash 
Wednesday and covers a period of approxi- 
mately six weeks before Easter Day. 

The Vatican suggests that giving up 
meat is the highest form of penance one can 
do. Every year, Catholics between the ages 
of 14 and 60 should abstain from eating 
meat on Fridays during Lent. 

Some may find the specific rules about 
abstention confusing, as some animal prod- 
ucts are allowable. Do your best to abstain 
from meat during Lenten Fridays as a sign of 
your devotion to God. 

Fasting and abstaining from meat has 
tradition based in the Old Testament. In the 
past, the rule was that all Fridays were to be 
special days of penance and that the highest 
form of penance was not eating meat. 

Thus, Catholics did not eat meat at all 
on Fridays. More recently, however, this 
practice has been reduced to only the 
Fridays during Lent -- stemming from when 
Pope Paul VI wrote the "Apostolic 
Constitution on Penance" in 1966, according 
to American Catholic. If you do eat meat on 
Fridays outside of Lent, you should consider 
doing an alternate penance, such as volun- 
teering or saying a special prayer. 


What's Allowed and What's Not

acceptable, which accounts for the various 
"Friday Fish Fry" deals you often see at 
restaurants during the Lenten 
Abstaining from meat does not include all 
animal products, so dairy products and eggs 
are also allowable foods. 

American Catholic also states that 
meat-based flavorings -- such as a beef broth 
soup -- are allowable. 
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Surviving Meatless Fridays 

Plan fish-based meals if you feel you 
must eat some type of animal product at 
each meal. Otherwise, consider your vege- 
tarian options. A variety of vegetarian meat 
substitutes may satisfy any cravings you 
have. You could also plan bean- or tofu- 
based meals for the protein or simply stick 
with vegetable sandwiches or pasta dishes. 
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If You Do Eat Meat 

Occasionally, you may forget that you 
weren't supposed to eat meat and order a 
sausage sandwich for lunch or be served 
meat on a Lenten Friday when you are a 
house guest. The church does not consider 
this a serious slip-up. If you're concerned, do 
an extra penance on your own or confess the 
transgression the next time you have confes- 
sion.

Celebrates the resurrection of Jesus 


aster the latter two derived from 

Hebrew: Pesah is a Christian festival 
and holiday celebrating the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ on the third day after his cru- 
cifixion at Calvary as described in the 
New Testament. 

Easter is the culmination of the 
Passion of Christ, preceded by Lent, a 
forty-day period of fasting, prayer, and 
penance. 

The last week of Lent is called Holy 
Week, and it contains the days of the 
Easter Triduum, including Maundy 
Thursday (also known as Holy Thursday), 
commemorating the Last Supper and its 
preceding foot washing, as well as Good 

Friday, commemorating the crucifix- 
ion and death of Jesus. Easter is followed 
by a fifty-day period called Eastertide, or 
the Easter Season, ending with Pentecost 
Sunday. 

Easter is a moveable feast, meaning it 
is not fixed in relation to the civil calendar.

Sunday after the full moon (the Paschal 
Full Moon) following the March equinox. 

Ecclesiastically, the equinox is reck- 
oned to be on 21 March (although the 
astronomical equinox occurs on 20 March 
in most years), and the "Full Moon" is not 
necessarily on the astronomically correct 
date. 
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Easter eggs are a popular 
cultural symbol of Easter. 

The date of Easter therefore varies 
between 22 March and 25 April inclusive. 
Eastern Christianity bases its calculations 
on the Julian calendar, whose 21 March 
corresponds, during the 21st century, to 3 
April in the Gregorian calendar, and in 
which therefore the celebration of Easter 
varies between 4 April and 8 May. 

Easter is linked to the Jewish 
Passover by much of its symbolism, as 
well as by its position in the calendar. In 
many languages, the words for "Easter" 
and “Passover" are identical or very simi- 
lar. Easter customs vary across the 
Christian world, and include sunrise serv- 
ices, exclaiming the Paschal greeting, 
clipping the church and decorating Easter 
eggs, a symbol of the empty tomb. 

Additional customs that have become 
associated with Easter and are observed 
by both Christians and some non- 
Christians include egg hunting, the Easter 
Bunny, and Easter parades.

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Lock & Twists Hairstyles

M”™ people want healthy, stylish hair- 

styles. Wearing locks and twists are a 
great alternative to chemically altering hair 
if you desire a natural style. Locks and 
twists can be worn in many ways, like 
loosely, up-swept styles or ones adorned 
with accessories. The wearer can start and 
maintain many of the locks and twists, or a 
licensed loctician can professionally style 
them. 


Sisterlocks 

Originated by Dr. Cromwell, the Sisterlock 
method is a patented technique that must be 
maintained by a loctician who has had this 
training. Sisterlocks are small locks that cre- 
ate versatile hairstyles. A latchhook tool is 
used to begin the locks and retighten them. 
The locks are started by making small part- 
ed sections in the hair and twisting the sec- 
tions with the tool until the lock cannot 
loosen. Sisterlocks can be started when 
relaxer is still in the hair. As the hair grows, 
new growth soon replaces the relaxer. 


Braidlocks 

Braidlocks are formed by creating small 
individual braids throughout the hair. The 
hair is parted to the size the wearer wants 
the lock to be. Braidlocks are used to form 
small, thin locks. As the braids grow and are 
replaced with new growth, a latchhook is 
used to twist that section of hair. The braid- 
locks are completely locked when the new 
lock replaces the braid. 


Freeform Locks 


Freeform locks are locks that have not 
been created by twisting, latching or palm 


rolling. No tightening is involved in this 
method. After hair has been washed and 
conditioned, the hair is separated into vari-

Two Strand Twists 
Two strand twists hold their shape bet- 
ter when no relaxer is in the hair. To begin 
the process, you use your fingers to separate 
a small section of hair. You don't need to 
part the hair with a comb because you don't

want visible parts. Separate the section into 
two strands. Apply a lock gel or cream to the 
strands, and begin to firmly twist, beginning 
at the scalp. Twist the entire shaft of hair to 
its end. If the hair is natural, you won't need 
to secure the hair; it will curl up. You then 
sit under a dryer to let the gel dry and make 
sure each twist is secured. 


Flat Twists 


Flat twists lay flat on the scalp and 
resemble cornrows. You achieve this style 
by making a long part. Start twisting the 
section of hair closely to the scalp, picking 
up more hair as you move down the part. 
Once the entire section has been twisted, 
secure the hair with a rubber band or other 
hair accessory to ensure that it doesn't 
unravel. Flat twists can be worn in various 
decorative designs.

MVP Health Care to pay $6M 


in Restitution to Consumers 


A an investigation uncovered wide- 
spread violations of mental health parity 
laws, Attomey General Eric T. Schneiderman 
on March 20 announced a settlement with 
Schenectady-based MVP Health Care, 
requiring the health insurer to reform its 
behavioral health claims review process, 
cover residential treatment and charge the 
lower primary care co-payment for outpatient 
Visits to most mental health and substance 
abuse treatment providers. 

The setthement, the second against a 
health insurer so far this year enforcing the 
parity laws. also requires the health insurance 
plan -- which has more than 500/000 mem- 
bers in the Albany region, Central New York 
and the Hudson Valley -- to submit previous- 
ly denied mental health and substance abuse 
treatment claims for independent review, 
which could result in more than $6 million 
being returned to its members. 

An investigation by the <Attomey 
General's Health Care Bureau found that 
since at least 2011, MVP Health Care, 
through its behavioral health subcontractor, 
Value Options, issued 40% more denials of 
coverage in behavioral health cases than in 
medical cases. The agreement with MVP is 
the second reached by the Attomey General's 
office so far this vear and stems from a 
broader, angoing investigation into health 
Insurance Companies’ compliance with men- 
tal health parity laws. 

“Ensuring that New Yorkers have ode- 
quate access fo mental health and substance 
abuse treatment should be a priority for our 
state,” Attorney General Schneiderman said. 
“Tnsurers must comply with the law to ensure 
that individuals with mental health condi- 
tions are treated no differently than those

with physical ailments — and that they are 
getting what they pay for from insurers.” 


New York's mental health parity law, 


known as Tineothy’s Law, was enacted in 
New York in 2006, and requires that imsurers 
provide mental health coverage at least equal 
bo coverage provided for other health condi- 
tions. 

Mental and emotional well-being is 
caecntial to overall health. Every vear, almost 
one in four New Yorkers has symptoms of a 
mental disorder, but less than half of those 
people receive treatment. 

And, despite the fact that in any given 
vear, one in ten New Yorkers has a substance 
use disorder, only 11% of these individuals 
receive any treatment. 

Lack of access to treatment for the vul- 
nerable individuals, which can be caused by 
health plans’ coverage denials, can disrupt 
work. family, and school life, and lead to 
more serious illness.

Why is too much Sugar bad? 


* Cause you lo gain weight 

One of the most obvious reasons why 
sugary foods and drinks are bad and can 
undermine your health is that they tend to 
be high in calories but mot all that filling. 
That makes it easy to over-consume 
them. and the excess calories can cause 
you to gain weight. 


* It displaces other healthier foods 
Another way that sugar negatively 
impacts nutrition and health is that it dis- 
places other healthier foods. People offen 
eat sweels instead of other foods that are 
marc nutritious and, as a result, their 
overall nutrition sulfers. Put another way, 
if you were to replace sweets with nutri- 
tious foods like fruits and vegetables. 
you'd greatly improve the nutritional 
quality of your dict. 


* Sugar suppresses the 
immune system. 

When you cal a big dose of sugar, like a 
bottle of Coke or a candy bar, you tem- 
porarily tamp down your immune sys- 
tem’s ability to respond to challenges. 
The effect lasts for several hours, so if 
you eat sweels several times a day, your 
immune syslem may be perpetually oper- 
ating at a distinct disadvantage. 





* Sugar promotes inflammation. 
Inflammation, which is part of the 
Immune response, is not always a bad 
thing. But eating suger foods can fuel 
excessive, inappropriate inflammation 
that serves no useful purpose and actual- 
ly promotes aging and disease. In my 
show on foods that fight inflammation, | 
pointed out that cutting back on sugary 
foods will help you avoid excess inflam- 
malin. 


* Slow down the aging process 
If you want to slow down the aging 
process, do whal you can to naturally 
enhance your body's production of 
human growth hommone. Avoiding foods 
that are high in sugar is a good way to do 
that. 

* Sugar promotes glycation. 

Sugar molecules treat your body like a 
singles bar. Once they get into your 
bloodstream. they start looking around 
for things to hook up with, like attractive 
protein and fat molecules. The hook-up is 
known as “glycation” and like most 
hook-ups. the results aren't pretty. These 
lycated molecules act like drunken 
sailors, careening around your body, 
breaking things and pecing where they 
shouldn't.
